W HEREAS it is expedient to consolidate and amend the Preamble. 
Law relating to the Lunatic Poor in Ireland, be it enacted, 
by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the 
Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
5 Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority 
of the same, as follows : 

I. The several Acts and Parts of Acts set forth in the Schedule to Sepal of 
this Act shall, from and after the Commencement of this Act, he 
repealed to the Extent to which such Acts and Parts of Acts are by 
10 such Schedule expressed to be repealed : Provided that any Offence 
which shall be wholly or partly committed before the Commencement 
of this Act shall be dealt with, and any Penalty in respect of eveiy 
such Offence shall be recovered as if this Act had not been passed, 
and the said Acts and Parts of Acts had not been repealed; and 
15 every Act duly done before the Commencement of this Act shall 
continue and be of the same Force and Effect as if this Act had not 
been passed, and the said Acts and Parts of Acts had not been 
repealed.

to be insane when charged with any Offence, and brought before any 
Court to be discharged for want of Prosecution, or any Person under 
Sentence of Imprisonment, Transportation, or Penal Servitude, who 
shall be duly certified to he Insane; “Justice” shall mean Justice 
of the Peace; “Physician” shall mean any Medical Graduate, 25 
Fellow, Member, or Licentiate of any University or College of Phy- 
sicians in the United Kingdom; “Surgeon” and “Apothecary” 
shall respectively mean a Surgeon or Apothecary duly registered; 

“ Officer” shall include every Person employed on a Salary in any 
Asylum; “County” shall include County of a City, and County 30 
of a Town, or Riding of a County.

or more than One County into a new District, subject, nevertheless, 
to the Restriction as to the Formation of Districts above contoured ;
